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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to a preliminary amendment filed . Claims 39-53 and 
55-86 have been cancelled. Claims 1-38 and 54 are pending in this application and subject to 
restriction. 

Species Election 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

1) species of anti-HIV therapy, wherein the anti-HIV therapy is an inhibitor of HIV 
replication, a cytokine and a chemokine. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a 
single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 5 is generic. 

2) species of protease inhibitors or HAART. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 
to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 6 is generic. 

3) species selected from claims 12, 13, 14, 17 and 18. Applicant is required under 35 
U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 9 is 
generic. 

4) species of RANTES and MlP-alpha. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to 
elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 9 is generic. 
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5) species of non-steroidal anti-inflammatory agents listed in claims 24. Applicant is 
required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, 
claim 23 is generic. 

The species are independent or distinct because the inventions as claimed do not overlap 
in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the 
inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different 
design, mode of operation, function, or effect. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
